Liberal and Home Bnler, ex-Lord Mayor of 
London, has withdrawn from parliament on 
aooount of ill-healtn. Ho sat for Loieeater. 

La Pre8ee,of Paris, sa^s that the Pardon's 
committee reported to' "WMfdeit ' Casimir- 
Perior to day in favor of barryiiig onl the 
death aentenoa of Santo Caesario, the mur- 
derer of President Carnot. 

A Valparaieo, Chill, cable says : Tho 
throata that Peru, Argentine and Bolivia 
will combine against Chili have caused a 
groat Btir here. Preaide.it Montt refuses to 
believe these rumors, saying that those 
countries are in no condition to ilcdaro war. 

Tho government of Honduras has cll'ered 
to send .'i.OOO troops to Nicaragua to aid tho 
lutter country in its flght against tho rebels 
in the MoE(]uito territory. In addition to 
General liairlllap; the Nicaracuan envoy to 
Great Uritain, Constantino /^olaya, a rela- 
tive of tho Preaident, Is on board the City 
ot Paris bound for Nioaraftua, and due there 
August 1. The oruiaer Columbia is expected 
here, 

A St. Petersburg correspondent in a dia- 
patoh to a Berlin paper says that the failure 
ofthoCzir to grant amnoaty for minor 
oriminala on tho ocoaaion of tho recent mor- 
riago of his doughtor, haa caused much ill- 
feeling, Since the wedding many threaten- 
ing letters have been received by the Czir, 

The naval nmniinvroa ell" the Irish and 
Eoglieh coaata have caused a revival of the 
movement to build a dock at Gibraltar. Tho 
climax of the macteiivrea was a battlo near 
Belfast on August 5. The admiralty judges 
decided on the 8th that the Qaeenstown- 
Falmouth fleets had defeated the Falmouth- 
Hcrehaven fleets. Acoording to the pre- 
arranged problem, this meant that the 
F roncQ starting from Tonlon and Brest had 
defeated the English starting Arom Malta 
and Portsmouth. The fight waa to take 
place at Gibraltar, to which Belfast corres- 
ponded in the plan of the manceavres. The 
French fleets incoeeded in affeoting a jnao- 
tu re before the Engliah fleets met and then 
defeated them one at a time. Upon return- 
ing under the Gibraltar forta for protection 
the Engliah vessels found no dock for refit- 
ting. 

A despatch to tho Lokalanzeiger of Berlin 
from Belgrade, Servia, saya that a band of 
brigands openly attacked the village of Pa- 
leravalz a few daya ago, killed many of the 
iLhabitants, pilloged and set fire to the 
houscB, bound the women and girls and car- 
ried them off to tho mountains. 

The court of appeals in Paria has dtoided 
to ask the government to prosecute the In- 
transigeante newspaper for printing Henri 
Rochefort's inaulting criticisms of the judges 
who are conducting the present trials of an- 
arcbiate. 

Meaars. Weed and Bartlott who are re- 
ported to have come to Eoglaad to seek 
fioancial aid for the Kicarsguan Canal Com- 
pany are reported to have said iin an inter- 
view : " While the ahareholclera of the 
Nicaragaan Canal Company are patriotio 
and willing to let the United States in on 
any fair basis in order to carry out the en- 
terprise, they do not propoae to be idle or to 
let tho project collapee. If the United 
Saatos will not carry out tho uncertaking 
therefore, we shall not refuse any fair propo- 
sition from another source. We shall only 
stipulate that sntil a large amonnt be paid, 
the first claim in the enterprise shall be re- 
served to the United States. If congresa 
delays capital nntil European capital shall 
have been invested, it most not complain. 
It really makes little difi'erence whence the 
money comes from.

The Japanese Fleet Bepnlsed in An 
Endeavor to Capture 
Chinese Forts.' ' 



Beklin, Aug. 13. — It is estimated that 
nearly 30,000 Russian troopa are in Eastern 
Siberia. They have with them alzty-fonr 
heavy guns. This, taken in oonneotion 
with the faot that Russia : has sent eight 
warships under sealed' orders' to Gorea, and 
that the commander-in-chief of Eastern 
Siberia ia to hold tho troops in that district 
in readiness to march at any moment, is re- 
garded as significant. Japanese dipiomikta 
hero expresa perfect confidence that the 
powers will not permit China to annex Cores. 

London, Aug, 13 — A Shanghai dispatch 
saya the Chinese fleet hua left the coast for 
tbe purpose, it ia believed, of intcroepting 
tranaporta carrying Japanese troops to 
Korea. There were only a few ironclads 
among the Japanese vesaels that attacked 
Port Arthur and Wei Hai Wei. Most of 
the fleet were merchantmen which had been 
converted hastily into oralaonr, and were 
carrying troops lor work ashore. NoUiing 
has boon heard of tbe Japanese fl set since' 
the 11th. There ii considerable apprehen- 
sion along the Chinese coast of the Yellow, 
sea. Small steam vessels are sopnting on 
the lookout for the hostile squadron. The 
Chinese were greatly alarmed by the attack 
on Wei Hai Wei, Moro submarine mines 
have been laid before Taku and Wei Hai 
Wei. The British warship Mercury has 
left for Wei Hai Wei to protect foreigners 
there. Many of tho buoys along the Clunese 
coaat have been removed. 

Shanghai, Aug. 13 — A dispatch from 
Cheeluo saya that the Japanese attacked 
Port Hamilton (Port Arthur) Saturday 
evening, and were ropulbcd. A enecial dis- 
patch to Choefno ctmlirma the report that 
the Japiineae fl'iel attackod tho Chinese 
fleet ut Wei Hai Wei yeutcrday morning 
and were repulsed at oue entrance of the 
harbor, and eubscijuently made an attack at 
the other entrance. 

The dispatch says tho Japanese made a 
daring attempt to capture tho forts and 
araenal at Wei Hui Wei. The Japanese at- 
tacked in force, four cruisers and several 
smaller yesaols holding the advance. The 
first shots were exchanged at daylight, but 
the Chinese were on the ulert and their gun- 
ners returned a vigorous fire from tho forts. 
The Japanese apparently expected to take 
the Chinese by surprise while the latter's 
warships were away, the Chinese iqiiadron, 
with the exception of some smali gnnboats 
and torpedo boats, having sailed tbe day be- 
fore for another port. The gunboats and 
fort kept up sooh a well-direeted fire that 
tlio Japanese were nnable to enter the har- 
bor, Tbe torpedo boats were then ordered 
to advance, and when they did so the 
J apanese fleet retired. The same Japanese 
fleet attacked the harbor entrance later in 
the day, but were defeated.

A Fleasanti Uiieventful Trip Across 
the Pacific— Some of Her 
Fassengers.

At noon on Sunday the Canadian-Aua- 
tralian liner Arawa arrived from Sydney, 
W.S.W., whence she sailed on August 20. 
The voyogo was on uneventful one with 
favorabtu weather all the way aoross the Pa- 
■ oific, though fog detained the vessel on Sat- 
urday night oifthe ooast- The passenger 
list was rather a light one and there was 
little sf interest about the trip. The freight 
consisted of 1'25 tons for Victoria and 350 
tons for Vancouver and overland. The 
cargo was composed chiefly of canned goods 
and wines from Anstcalia, rioe from Hono- 
Ittln, and fruit.

^uva, Fiji, on July 26, and it Honolulu on 
August 4, but brought little ne*s from 
ci: her pince. At Honolulu the affairs of the 
nevv republic were going along quietly, but 
Mhen the Arawa left there was some talk of 
anticipated trouble with the Royalists. 
Thb only two warships in port then were 
H. E. S. Champion and the U. S. S. Phila- 
delphia. Both were preparing to go for 
short cruises, and the more timid people 
feared that whilo bath were away the Boyal 
ists woald embrace the opportunity to make 
toonble. 

Connt Bismarck, wlio was one of the pas- 
sengen, is a distant relative of Prince Bis- 
Biarok, and ia simply making a trip ronnd 
the world for pleasure. One would never 
lake him for a German, us he speaks Eog- 
li;-h perfectly, without any trace of foreign 
accent. Col. Arthur, another of the pas- 
sengers, ia a retired otiicer of the British 
army also travelling for pleasure. Mr. 
Davidson, a prominent business man of 
Sydney, is on his way East with Mrs. 
Davidson. Mrs. and Miss Coates, wife and 
tKu«hter of one of the members of the great 
P.iislf y Cotton firm of J. &, P. Coates, were 
K so amone the passengers, and are on their 
wi,y h'line to England. Mr. J. B. Stuart, 
ot the B^nk of British Columbia, Van- 
couver, is returning home from a short trip 
to Honolnlu. Mr. Hackfeld, of the well- 
known German firm of Haokfeld &. Co., 
Hvnoluln, ia travelling to the States on a 
basiness trip. Ho is accompanied by his 
. famiiy. 

An interesting personage among the pas- 
■«ngets is Mr. O, Smith, the great Man- 
chester avaDftelisti, 'familiarly known as 
" Gypsy " Smith, from his descent from 

that ancient nomadic people. 

" I have been eogiged in evangelistic 
work for the p'lst fifteen years," said Mr. 
Smith in conversation on Sunday, " and 
work ill harmony with all denominations. I 
have read the lessons in an Anglican church 
and condnoted services in churches of many 
other denominations.

The fishermen reaped a rich harvest last 
night. Salmon have been more plentiful 
than at any time since the run began. A 
large catch was made all round and with a 
good deal leas exertion than usual. As soon 
as the nets were thrown out at six p.m. the 
corks began to bob violently and immediate- 
ly fish were jomping' iU' every direotion. 
This was all theevidence the fishermen re- 
quired, and after making very short drifts 
they began hauling in the neta again. A 
few nets were so heavily filled that the 
fishermen could not wait to remove them 
from the meshes, but hauled them aboard as 
fast as possible and picked out the salmon 
afterwards. Owing to the magnitude of 
the take some of the oanners limited their 
boats to a catch of 400. The run continued 
good to-day.

A mSOHIBF-MAKBR, 

It i« vary evident that the Vanoouver 
News-Advertiser has oome to the oonoluaion 
that the best policy the Opposition cm pur- 
sue is to raiaa and to keep up the aectioDalist 
r y. It has in its own exceedingly clover 
way already sounded what it oonaidera tho 
rij,'ht note. Instead of telling Opposition 
oriktora that they must advocate sectional- 
ii>m openly and directly, it commences by 
t causing the Government and its supporters 
in the press and ehewhero of being aectional- 
iar.B. In order to do this at all plausibly 
the Kews-Advertiair must invent ita facts. 
Wat it tioca not tind thia at all diinoult. It, 
in its solemn way, Btatea na undeniable 
t ulh what every man in the Province who 
ttkes. ap interest in politics knows to be 
fiklse. Bat' this does not deter it from 
makisg the boldest statements in the most 
confident way. Ita audacity of assertion is 
hbanlutely marvellous. 

'L'.jt- pjlicy which it has selected for the 
Opposition is the most unprincipled and the 
most unpatriotic that can be imagined. The 
newspaper which nndertakea to set the two 
sections of the Province against each other, 
which deliberately goes to work to create 
jealousy, to promote discord and to engender 
ill-feeling, for tho sake of serving a party 
end, is the greatest enemy that its inhabit- 
ants, wherever they reside, can have. Suc- 
cess in ita bad work mcana stagnation and 
misfortune in many forms. In order to 
keep the Piovince on the road to prosperity 
tho united action and the hearty co-opora- 
tion of the beet men of both 8;ctions and all 
localitiea aro aliaolutoly necessary. If tho 
rcBourcea of tho Province aro to bo developed 
all must work together with a will. 
If the Island pulla against tho 
Mainland and the Mainland strains 
its ingenuity to retard the progress oi the 
Island, if the South is jealous of the North, 
and if the North does what it can to disap- 
point the South, thou good-byo not only to 
peace but prosperity. All thia and more 
and orso is implied in a policy of scoliomvl- 
ism. It ia a policy which is opposed to tho 
interests' of every man, woman and ciiild in 
the Province. Yet this is tho policy which 
the News-Advertiser ia ooolly and with 
malice prepense trying to esiablish. The 
man or the newspaper that incites to soc- 
tionalism is the worst enemy that this 
Province oan have, no matter what pretext 
is used or what disguise la aaaumed. 

A POOR COUNTRY. 

If all accounts are true Korea ia a miaer- 
ably poor oountry and not worth fighting 
•boat. Ita towns are colleotioDS of hovels, 
and ita soil, whatever may be its quality, ia 
miserably cultivated. The people are con- 
sequently poor ond wretched, and they aro 
kept in a moat unhappy condition by a gov- 
ornmcut wbioh is as devoid of intolligenoe aa 
it is of humanity. Harper's Weekly giveaa 
dismal account of the acate of the country. 
It aaya : 

" It is reasonably aura that in no coun- 
try on earth profeaalDg to bo oivi- 
lizad, and posBessiag letters and anciiint 
forma of order, ia government moro 
sjaleiiiiitically used to promote tho 
mitcry of tho people. Tho ofliuial plan 
seoma to be Ihegreat^st^iiarn^ito the greateat 
number, Pablio'ofiSce la oonaidered a pri* 
vate trust for the fillbg of tlie Individual 



pooket. Tho people are taxed to their last 
limit of endurance and there ia no encourage- 
ment to ,UdnB(ry,7largevportlonB of the fer- 
tile Boillie untilledfor lack of motive to 
production. Korea is a country in which it 
ia dangerous to be rich, wealth means u oar' 
oass around which tho public eagles gather." 

It might bo thought that a people in thia 
miacrnblo condition would welcome any 
invader us a dolivoror. But it appears 
that the Koroaua although they detest their 
native rulers and are continually . rebelling 
against them do not like the notion of hav- 
ing tho Japaneso aa masters. 

A GENERAL ELECTION. 

Tho main issue of tho general oleotion 
lately held in Kew South Wales was free 
trado against proteotlon. Tho Government 
of the day was protsotioniat, and its leader, 
Sir George Dibbs, betieved that the majority 
of the people werA on hia aide, . But the re- 
sult of the elections proved that be had 
not gauged the public opinion of the colony 
correctly. A majority of free traders was 
returned. The esliinato of tlio state of par- 
ties mode a day after tho election was free- 
traders (30, protectionists 10, and ropresenta- 
tivoB of labor 2u. The Sydney Horold oal- 
culatea that 81,665 electors voted for froo 
trade, 66,200 for protection, and the vote cast 
for the labor members amounted to 43,055. 
In the cities the free traders were largely in 
the majority, while in the rural districts the 
protcetionists predominated. Out of 70,000 
city electors, 41,Slj5 were free traders, 12,- 
:iOO protectioniats and 16,63S waa the 
strength of the labor vote. The rural vote 
of 121,000 was divided into 54,000 protec- 
tionists, 40,000 free traders, and 27,000 
labor men. 

It. ia notiooablo that the labor contingent 
to tho now Parliament is not so strong aa it 
waa in the late one. Labor waa thirty-tive 
strong in the late Parliament ; in the one 
just elected ib ia only twenty-five atrong. 
Under the new election law, however, there 
is a considerable diminution in the number 
of members. To make labor proportionately 
as atrong in the present Parliament aa it was 
in its predecessor, labor should have thirty- 
one members, but it haa only twenty, five, 
ao that it has loab absolutely aa well aa 
relatively. 

It ia to be obaerved, too, that the protec- 
tlonista as against the free traders were the 

majority in the oountry distriota. It was 
the citiep that gave the free traders the ma- 
jority In New South Wales. This is very 
difTerent from what some suppose to bo the 
state of parties in Canada. Protection here 
is strong in the oitiea. It la believed to be 
weaker in the rural distriota. The free 
tradera, both in Canada and the United 
States, are continually appealing to the 
firming population. They appear t.o have 
given up the cities in despair. But they hope 
to make tho firmcrs believe that they are In- 
jured by a protectionist policy. It is 
evident that the farmers, shepherds and 
hordamen of New South Wales do not be- 
lieve that a protootionist polioy ia adverse to 
their interests. It muat bo remembered 
that they have had a long acquaintance with 
free trade and know well how it affects the 
farmer. New .South Wales, until a few 
years aa,o, was a free trade country. They 
have had, loo, some experience of the opera, 
tion of a protective policy, and, aa we see, a 
majority of them prefer it to free trade. In 
Oreat Britain, too, a very large proportion 
of tho farmera are sick and tired of free 
trade. They are convinced that it doea not 
help them, and if it depended on their votes 
alone it is very questionable if free trade 
would be long the policy of the Mother 
Country. 

B BAYER FARMING. 

Some months since Mr. Horace Martin 
published an interesting and instructive 
work on the beaver, which, as one of the 

fast disappearing natives of Canada, was de- 
serving, he tlioughc, not only of a sketch of 
its life and haliiia but of a ploa for its pre- 
Borvation on tliis side of *' tho great divide." 
I-; will be remembered that moro than one 
endeavor has been made for the preservation 
of the buffalo, whioh in mighty herds for- 
merly ranged over vast tracts of Canada and 
the United States, but, with the exception 
of the wood buffiloea, a somewhat different 
variety which ia yet to be found, though in 
immonaoly diminiahod numbar.s, in tho 
" barren lands " and tho " uiiknoivn terri- 
tory," only a vory few apociinoua of tho 
buffalo of the plains are known to be 
In existence, some of them In the U. S. 
National Park and thnso whioh had been 
secured by Sir Donald A. Smith, at Silver 
Hei^'hta, Manitoba. Thean latter, accord- 
ing to recent reports, have either boon 
stolon or sot at liberty. Outside those 
tho spocimen;; known of aro fow and fur be- 
tween, although an effort was made to 
" oaltivate " them and produce another 
robe-bearing animal by means of a orots 
with domestic oattlo. Ib is, therefore, to bo 
feared that the bufTalo liaa practically to l)o 
counted with "tho have beona," the la't 
fiftoon or twenty ycara having been those 
that have witnetsed the greater part of tho 
destruction aooomplished. 

Aa for the )>eaver— which, by the way, is 
one of the national emblema of the Dominion 
— there would appear to be moro than a 
posalbility of preserving him, nut only as u 
vigoroua spcoimen of the fauna of tho 
oountry, but as a source of aubatantial 
rovouuu. li. Ifj true, however, that even now 
beaver are not numerous and are only to 
be found in the more iTemots and less fre- 
quented looalitlea. . , " ^' ^ 

The idea of beater : farming lit we notice, 
one that has already attracted attention, 
and it ia undoretood there aro parties who 
have concluded that portions of the main- 
land of thia province and of tliu island of 
Vancouver oro well auitcd to tho purpose 
and are making thoir oaloulations accord- 
ingly. However, the question has arisen 
whether the richest akina can be raised in 
the mildfi; tempecikturfl of the weatern sec- 



tion, a cold olimate being essential tc the 
production of the fur in ita higheat perfec- 
tion. Still, in the past, the Hudson Bay 
Company have obtained some of their 
choicest peltries from tho lunda and tho 
waters within tho provincial limits. lu any 
osLse the venture ia worth trying, and a 
description of how the industry is carried on 
may prove interesting to our readers, 

McLean County, North Dakota, where 
the bnsinesa, baa been made to prosper, is 
poBSibljrthecmdab.l^a^en and unpromising 
portion of the State. ' The soil is spoken of 
aa absolutoly unproductive, It is watered 
on the western aide by tho Missouri river, 
into which innumerable stroams flow from 
tho north-east. Along these tributaries 
grow oottonwooda and warped and stunted 
elms. These give, it is said, the district ita 
special value for beavei: culture ; and 
within two years, as experienoe has 
shown, a man possessed of $500 can 
establish a form that will pay him 
from f500 to $2,000 per annum. Ho begins 
by purchasing from ton to fifteen acres of 
Und through whioh a stream runs. Thisi 
stream he dams with logs, dirt and stonea so 
aa to overflow two or three acres of laud. 
Along the banks of the atrenm and the sides 
of the pond which ho \aa thus created ha 
builds a fonoo of wire netting of from two to 
three feet high, in tho majority of cases this 
being all that ia necessary to keep hia stock 
within ita limita. For about §10 u head ho 
oan purcbaae aay twelve female and four 
male beavera and at onoe begins to farm. 

Tho beavera build thoir own dwoUinES of 
mud and atioks, becoming soon accustomed 
to their now surroundings, and under or- 
dinary conditions tho colony rapidly in- 
oreaaes. Meantime, tho farmer has to 
divide his time between attending 
to hia beavera and providing for 
himself, fie puta up such quarters 
as will satisfy him, and between 
hunting and tho cultivation of a little gar- 
den plot can supply moat of hia wants, but 
after two years, as has been said, he ia able 
to realize upon his beavera, whose pelta he 
is able to market according to their quality, 
Killing time is the end of October or the bo- 
ginning of November, the animals whioh are 
intended for breeding being distinguished 
by a brand. At; this time tho water is 
drawn off tho ponds by means of floodgatop, 
whioh can bo closed again and tho water 
turned on ao soon as the slaughter is over. 

A WANTON WAR. 

It is becoming quite clear that Japan has 
gone to war with China not to assert a right, 
not to avenge an insult, but simply to prove 
to the world that abo has become a strong 
and warlike natioa. The Japanese Govern- 
ment has been taunted by the Japaneso 
jingo party with being in its dealings with 
foreign nations submissive and spiritless, and 
it is in order to show these jingoes that they 
are wrong, to give them, as it wore, and tho 
rest of the world, an object lesson, that it 
haa picked a quarrel with China and com- 
pelled Ita Government to resort to arma. 

Very littlo is really known as yet of tho 
progress of the war, but if there is any faith 
to bo placed in the latest rumors, tho Japan- 
et" will have cause to repent their raeh- 
□eaa in provoking their patient and slou-- 
moving neighbors to go to war in tlieir own 
defence. The Chinese are not so quick- 
tempered or so lively as the Japanese. It 
is difficult to move them, but when they are 
onoo In motion it is not by any moans easy 
to prevail upon them to stop. If wo do not 
very greatly mistalie, tho ,Jap»ne8o before 
tho present war ia over will be fully con. 
vincod that there ia wisdom in tho Western 
proverb whioh warns people of the danger of 
meddling with 8l|eping dogs.

The merits of tho 
case will be inquired into to-day.

Apart from election reports tho Dinube 
brought little news from tho North. Tho 
salmon cannoriea aa anticipated have had a 
profitleaa season, tho run at no place being 
equul to expoctationa or to tho preparations 
made by the cannera ; a major portion of 
tho Djnubo'fl cargo down was compoaod of 
Bilmon, "J, 000 esses being shipped by the 
North Pacific, 1,500 coming from tho British 
American, and 1,500 from River's Inlet. 
The largest pack of the seaaon in the North 
is reported from two cmnerics of the British 
Columbia CauLing Co., who have about 
28,000 oases. The Warnook cannery at 
River's Inlet has 12,000 cafos, and from 
this the figures run down to GOO, this being 
the smallest pack of the season. Tho Naas 
canuers and thoio of River's Inlet havo not 
done so badly, full packs being reported by 
the majority, while in the Skeena luck has 
been againat the industry, half packs being 
the tme, and only one cannery having 
reached 9,000 oases. Juat ai the Danube 
was leaving for Victoria, a good run of 
aockryes waa reported, but all the oannsrie.i 
had Closed down previously and even if tht 
run improvea now, the pack for tho Btason 
must; remain far below expectations. 

Numerous minor misbaps aro reported by 
the passengers. A boy named Nicholson, 
who was one of the pass-ngers, is here for 
hospital treatment, he having received a 
bullet in his leg by tho accidental discharge 
of a revolver which ho waa handling ore 
less'y. Tho injury is sirious and it is be- 
lieved that ampu'ation will bo necessary. 
Ho was takou to St. Joseph's hospital where 
tho bullet was extracted by Dr. K. Hall. 
Thoiiiurt Clialiners camn down ae a pritorer, 
the charge ugaieat him being tho theft of .'U4 
salmon from tho Inverness cannery on the 
20 :h of last month. 

The Dmube brought on thin trip to Vic 
torla an unusually large number of pasFcu 
gera, there being 70 in all, inclusive of sev- 
eral Church of Fngland clergymen who are 
down to attend an important church meet- 
ing. The chief engineer of the steamer 
Caledonia ia also down, his miasiou 
being to purchase some special ma 
cbinery for his vessel, which hnu 
again met with a alight mishap on the upper 
Skeena.

Slieepshearers Strike in Qaeensland— 
Hr. Byrne Speaks of Trade 
Witb Canada. 



., .The AnstraUan papers received by the 
Arftwa are ohlefiy filled with elootioa news, 
the geaeral election haviDg taken place July 
n, juat three days before the veaael'i Bail- 
ing. The main «onteBti was between pro- 
teotion and free trade, resalting, aa bas, 
already been made 'known by oabls, ia bke 
defe&t of Sir George Dibbs' goveroineDb and 
tho return to power of the free traders, with 
Mr. G. H. Reid as premier. The compobi' 
tion of tho new house is aeb doim atiSO free' 
tradera, 40 proteotioniata and 25 labor. Sir; 
Henry Parkos, who wua one of thoae eleoted 
on tho winnicf; side, declares that the result 
of the election ia a riotor.y (or federAtion. 
Feeling BeeoM to have run hi^h during tho 
campaign, and some of the rougher olement 
appear to have resorted to blows on more 
I than one oocaaion. Sir Geoi^e. Bibbs oar 
rowly escaped being mobbed aa 'he left the 
hall after delivering an election apeooh 
Orange on Jnly 10. The loeal paper tbuo 
deaerifaeB the iaaident;: 

'* Sir Oeorfie Olbbs hurriedly left the hall 
to oateh the mail train, and wheu enifriiig 
the cab in front of the Australian hull ho 
was told that the tracea bad been removi il 
Then a lob of barbarinna rushed ut 'h« 
Premier, evidently with tho obj«ot of 1 11 rr- 
ing violence, but their encroaohinents wuru 
Bttoceaafully resisted by Sir George Dibbs' 
friends. Rotten oggs wore fluag at him, but 
missed tho Premier ; blue metal was vicious- 
ly aimed at him, but atruok otbera. The 
mob pursued him to the milway station and 
broke one of tho glasa doors. Mr. James 
Dalton was one of thoeo who ucoompanied 
tho Premier to tho statioa, and two rutiians 
attacked and kicked him violently.. Two 
men were taken Into custody, but subse- 
quently liberated, as Mr. Dilton failed to 
identify them." 

Another account says that Mr. Dalton, 
who WHS beaten, was mistaken for Sir 
George Uibba by his assailants. 

Mr. Andrew Byrne, of this city, who 
went out to Australia some mouths ai;o, has 
been giviog his fellow-AustraliaaR some 
iituts about Lhc progress of trade between 
Canada and Australia. In the course of an 
interview with the Australian Star, he 
siys : 

" I wont to Cinada to seo what prospects 
there were of trade between the two uoun- 
tries, and I came back fully satisfied that it 
is likely to bo considerable. Going over as 
the reprcseutativo of Australian firms, I 
placed upon the market there canned meats, 
■yrups, biscuits, butter, obeese, fruits and 
other olasaes of goods, and I found that the 
market in British Columbia wsja very recep- 
tive. At Victoria and Vancouver tho 
merohante are very anxions to open up ii 
trade, and properly handled it may be de- 
veloped considerably; with, profit, I think, 
to the producer* of Iwih oountrieii." 

He pointed out that Australia can ship to 
British Columbia batter, tinned goods und 
citrus fruits, and in return lumber and 
salmon especially would fiod a lar^e market 
in Anstraiia. After dcscribiog the Cana- 
dian (B.C.) coal industry he closed by say- 
ing : " I am hero now on behalf of my 
company, with a view of opening an office 
in Sydney and starting to work the trade 
from both ends. Yes, I am fully conviooed 
from what I have seen that there are great 
possibilities in tho trade, and c.'cpeob more 
rapid developments when things brighten up 
here." 

Mr. Henry Barton, formerly Attorney- 
General of N.S.W., is still continuing his 
crusade in favor of federation and at; a large 
meeting ho addressed at Randwick on July 
6, a resolution was unanimously carried 
"ufBrming the neoeaaity of the federation of 
the Australian colonies at the earliest op- 
portunity." 

The dtasensioDs among tho settlers who 
went out to found a New Australia in Para- 
guay still continue, judging by the following 
ertract from a letter from Paraguay pub- 
li<ihed by the Sydney Sunday Times : 

" Upon the arrival of the Royal Tar at 
Monte Video, the lailon all left to a man, 
and a few of - the pauengera baviig heard 
how matters really atqibd in Paragnay wise- 
ly refaied to go farther,' When the remain- 
der arrived at Asuncion three others threw 
up the sponge, One of those, \V. Kempsct), 
who has a family of young children, aeked 
Lane for a little vonoy, and upon beirg xo- j 
fused be proceeded, a 'a Cotbel:!;, - to take 
Datiafaotion out of the great reformer's 
hide." 

Tho Times adds ; " Tho luat bib is the 
most, aatiafactory news we have hod from 
New Australiu. What happened Line 
would probably huppon hiediaclples noiv in 
New SouUi Wales if they dured to go on a 
platform and aak for more victims. By tho 
way, we have heard no more of the organiz- 
ation of young girls for Now Australia. Mrs. 
Lino is well advised if she has decided to 
quit tho whole bnsineas." 

Trouble broke oat in Jtino betwoen tbo 
shearers and the sheep owners of Queens- 
land, the shearers objeotiog to certain terms 
that the owners wished tnem to sign in a 
new agreement The oonseqaeDoe was that 
the union shearers went oat on strike and 
the sheep owners hired non-union hands 
with the result that some of the union 
shearers resorted to vioionoe. At Ayrahiru 
Downs station a largo wool shed was burned 
by armed inen when preparations were 
being made there for the shearing of 1 30, 000 
sheep. This oansed a logs of some 55,000. 
There was troub'o Currawinga station 
i.aa other plaCiS, tha police having to ba con- 
stantly on tho alort to prevent damage being 
done. Toward tho middle of Julyu lenUot 
was circulated through tho pastoral distriote 
calling upon " foUow-mou to mako every 
man join tho union, and thus build up » 
fund to obtain riQes and ammunition v7lth 
which to fight tho tquatters when thg time 
coiriRB," Tbo leuDat further urgpq the men 
lo adopt tho taolica of guerilla warfare and 
an independent system of attacks on the 
enemy. Italso advises 'uuati " blaoklega " 
be "picked off" aa Vney pass through the 
bash, and advocates the deetrnobion of pro- 
perty. At last I'.ccouats the owners seamed 
to be Bcouring plenty of bntside'holp for the 
shearing,

sulted the powers that bo as to the ways 
and means pf acquiring the desired help, 
and not until a direot refusal or acknowl- 
edgement of incompetency to advance the 
needed funds was reoaivod, to take the steps 
they have so injudiciously determined on. 
That the Times should take the matter 
up in the way it did, instond of advising the 
oourse above alluded to is not to be sur- 
prised ot, for to belittle the present gov- 
ernment by any means in its power is con- 
sidered by it perfectly legitimate, even 
should it bring the credit of the province , 
into disrepute. As to the gentlemen com-', 
posing the committee, it is hard to say what 
subtle influence was brought to hear on 
them to induce that they arrived at th» 
decision they did. The probability is that 
they were carried away by their feelings and 
did not give their common sense ' a < onance. '

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FIJI CANNIBALS. 



'fifevolting' Natives Attack a VlllaBe 
aud £at Their Murdered 
Victims. 



Government Force Finally 
Down Devil Worship aud 
Bestore Order.

From Suva, Fiji, the Arawa brought par- 
tiualars of an exciting native revolb in the 
ialand of Vonua Leon, one of the !Fiji 
ialandB. The " devil wocsbip," known 
amongst) the natives as " luvo ni wai," 
though not permitted by law, finds aecrot 
observance in .onio quarters, notably in one 
or two of the more backward aeotlons of the 
Naduti province, in V»nni Levn (the big 
land), the second largost island of the group, 
Iho trouble really arose from long disoon- 
tent at tho delimitation of the provinces by 
the Fiji government. Tho diatriot of Se, 
•qaqa is included in the province of Macu- 
ata, wberedB the neaple of Seqaq% wish to 
hare their diBtrioC'inoInded in the province 
of Cakandrovi.,, la.former years Seqaqa con- 
sidered itselt'td be the equal, if not the 
superior,, of Mauiiata, and, indeed, did count 
for a good de&I'ia the affairs of the time. 
But now Soqaqa^ iB . oniy a' distriotin the 
provinoe of MAoiiata; and therefore anbordi- 
nate to the Maoaata offloialohiefa^. ITJiiathe 
.people, who, if they have not ' the power of 
former times, still retain the pride, bitterly 
resent, and allowing this feeling of resent- 
ment to poison their minds became tho easy 
dupes of a man from a neighboring diatriot, 
who protended to receive rovelatioDB from 
the old gods of Fiji. This aort of suporati- 
tion liatjers in some parts of tho group, and 
exeroiees a good deal of fascination over the 
more recently Chriatianlzed tribes. This 
rascal found willing liatenera in the Stq ^qa 
people, and he suggested na a way out of 
their discontent a return to tho heathen cus- 
toms, the old-time religion and morality— or 
immorality. Hie proooaa of reasoning was 
thia ; "Religion came first, government 
with ita restraints and dutiea came next ; 
get rid of religion and you get rid of govern- 
ment." The uume line of reaaoning has been 
operating for years in parts of the interior of 
Viti Levn (" tho big land "), and hna been a 
source of great anxiety and trouble, both to 
the government and the misslonarica, al- 
though thero the movement has not been 
attended with bloodahed. These ideaa do 
not, however, prevail on the small islands 
or on the coaata of tho larger ones. They 
thrive most in the interior, where the in- 
flow of European ideas has iciroely been 
felt. For about two months the "devil 
worship" was secretly^ .practised, and the 
people bailt a town on' as adjacent hill, 
whioh they pnrposed using aa a stronghold 
so soon as their dlaloyolty ahonld become 
known. 

Sir John Thurston, the governor, with an 
armed force, marched in and sent word to 
, the insurgent chief to^anrrender. The town 
' of .NMBreaga,':bn !vthe ■ Dr6keti{.river,Hw»s 
entered.' Aa the head of the fdros marched 
into the town it surprised a party from Cau- 
mnrininri propitiating the spirit of a former 
Bull, Seeqaqua, by offericga upon the old 
chief's grave. So surpriaed were they by 
the Buddenneas of thia arrival that they fled 
in the midst of their " oabora," leaving their 
yaqona and other things oonnooted with this 
old heathen cerenoonial behind t(iem. The 
grave, whioh was an exceedingly large one— 
conaisting of three tiers in pyramidal form — 
had been just cleared and cleaned. It was 
only too evident that heathen priotioea, 
supposed to have long fallen into diauetude 
were, here at least, in full swing. 

The district was reduced to a state of 
panic, as the rebels had threatened to mas- 
sacre the people of the surrounding villages. 
They had made a raid on one, killiog two 
men and wounding three others. Thoy car- 
ried off the dead, and, after mutilating 
thero, partly Rte the bodies, after the atyle 
of " cannibal Fiji " of half a century ago; 
but the act of oannibaliam appeara lo have 
been with the object of making the revolt as 
complete as po«aibley<^Xhe laab act of oannl. 
baliam in Fiji previona to thia waa about the 
year 1876 

Aa the Governor's party marched o/er the 
plains towards Nacereaga they were seen 
from the mountain top by tho people of 
Caumurimuri, who at once began to wave 
their flags of masi and blow their conoh shell 
in defiance. A general fight ensued, Quar- 
snivain, the rebel chief, eaoapiog in the con- 
fnaion by some side path, and the women 
and children by aome other aeoret track 
anch aa la nanally prepared in Fijian moun- 
tain fortreaeea, in' the event of '^he plii^ be- 
ing oarried, " ^ 

When order;, yrw reatored and the attack- 
ing party were able to look rbnod the bodies 
of a number of murdered men were found. 
The bodies wore partly diamembared and 
out open. Portions of the viscera, in each 
case, had been removed. From the mnnner 
in whioh a conical stone, auppodod to bo the 
shrine of tho " Tevoro," waa droaaed, no 
doubt remained us to acta of cannibalism 
having been ciimmittod upon the spot only a 
few daya provioualy. The trunks of the 
murdered men wore then buried aa well as 
the bodiea of those hilled in tho attack. 
The bare kalou waa burnt, and tho atone, or 
vatu ni tcoro, dragged fron\ its site and 
hurled down tho mountain side. Tho only 
prisnnorsj mfide were one or two old people, 
iuoapablo of flight, and one or two children. 
One woman was killed. 

On the mnrniug of Juno 18 all tho heads 
of the Seqaqa people, who had not taken 
any part in the recent murders and disturb- 
nnces, were addressed by the Governor, 
who, among ether things informed them 
that the many existing potty mountain 
towns must be vacated, aud that aa soon as 
arrangomonts wcro completed, they would 
be concentrated into throe or four larger 
towns, where they could be better looked 
after.

VICTOttlA'cs TilDE INTERESTS. 

To THE Editor : — " Victoria Always" de- 
serves the thanks of tho community for call 
ing attention to " Viotoria'a True Intcreala ' 
in your iaaue of yoaterduy. It ia cort.iiuly 
a matter of somo aurpriso that no steps have 
been taken towards iho development of the 
rich iron rosourcoa of whioh this oity is 
naturally tho centre. I was for upwards of 
twenty years oloaoly ounueoted with the 
iron and steel industries in the moat exton 
sive Bessemer district in the North of Eng 
land, and I know something of the buainoia 
from A to Z. Thia laland is especially rich 
in all tho raw material for the cheap and 
abundant production of pig iron, merchant 
iron ond ateel products, such aa rails and 
plates. I have not long resided in Yiotorisi 
but during the time I have been here im 
portant developments have been made in 
this direution, 

1. It has been demonstrated that coke 
(the moat important factor in the manufac- 
ture of iron next to the ore Itaelf ) of a anper- 
ior qaali^, ' aaltable for i,ameliing, dan be 
madte on the island in suflSaient quantitiee to 
tarry on blast furnaces. 

2. Fire-cloy, whioh is indisponoablo in tho 
nianufiioture of furnaoo lininpa, heating 
alovcB and for hifih ulaas fire-bricka — tho 
kind OBaontially neoeesary — isubundant, and 
every doaoriptiou of fire-clay goods, equal 
to ordinary English, cau bo produced on tho 
spot. 

The recent discovery of a high class 
manganiferoua ore for the manufacture of 
Speigeliesen, necessary for the converaion of 
iron into steel. Those, with the iron and 
limestone already known to exiat, coniploto 
the '* esaentials " — all within ouraolves. 
These ould be delivered " at works " at 
prioea comparing favorably with English 
prices at Engliah worka. Besides, there are 
extensive veina or seama of anthracite coal 
in the northern v ialahdi,'?< the prodttot of 
which could be utilized for smelting certain 
classes of ore in lieu of or mixed with ouke. 

Tho iron ore and iron stone (hematite, 
magnetic and oolitic), on this and adjicenc 
ielanda ia abundant and much of it high 
claas. I have the authority of an eminent 
iron master in stating that certain deposits 
of ore within thirty miles of Victoria are 
equal in richness and purity to any smelted 
— and certain olauaos of magnetic iron con- 
tributory to Victoria contain aa high aa 03 
per cent of metallic irou out of bulk, free 
from aulphur and phosphorous. Linieatoue 
— uaed extenaively for fluxing — aa every 
body knowa ia abundant. The cost of 
mining and delivering this ore would be 
very small compared with what Fogliah 
amoltera have to pay, and propertiea can be 
acquired with praotioally inexhauacible 
depoaita of ore at a price whioh manyJron 
maateru in England pay annually in royalty 
rents. 

I do not soppoae it would cost more than 
$1.50 per ton to put certain high grade ores 
F. O. B., all charges included ; whilst in 
England the coat ia from $2 50 to $.3 50 per 
ton for much the same class of ores and fire 
clay goods, limeetone and coke at pro- 
portionate ratea. ' ' .' 

Here we have the 'advantage of escaping 
from the iniquitous "lorda* rents" fromwhioh 
English manufacturianauffeir ao much. The 
capital required in eatablishlng— say blast 
furnaces at first, making, in laying out the 
works, due provision (In years to come) for 
puddling furnaces, rolling mills (probably in 
time) iron ahipbuilding yards — is not so much 
aa would appear at first sight, aa all the ma- 
terial, except plates and rails and amall 
apecial sundries, could be manufactured at 
home. The aeleutlon of a auitable aito would 
also be a matter for eerioua thought and the 
exorciac of careful juJgmcnt. 

This is not a mutter for the mayor and 
aldermen ; they, poor fellows, aeem to have 
in sewerage, water, light and street sweep- 
ing more to wrestle with than they can 
manage, and if th«y au utterly failed to dis- 
cover the utility of a garbage burner their 
mental capacities are scarcely large enough 
to grasp a 60-foot blast furnace. It certainly 
is not'a niafter'for the' Board' of Trade to 
tinkei^ with, nor iB It a question for the gov 
ernmen.ti .at -^present, beyond giving >tbe 
usual !;faolIitie8 in getting at the oorreot 
facta— oontrlbating, perhaps, a trlflj.to'tbe 
preliminary /expensea .ai^d^oonsidering what 
they will do^when ithe .Bo|Mme ia .'n)atnr«d^ 
If half a dozen clear-headed busineas 
men, imbued with ideas of patriot- 
ism more than ideas of " what 
they could get out of it" would take 
the matter up, gat togother the facta, data, 
analyaia, options nn properties, coata of con- 
atruction, coata of produce and mature fully 
tho aoheme, aa a cound paying enterprise, 
which it undoubtedly would be, capital 
would be Hoon forthcoming — on this latter I 
speak with some knowledge. 

The market for all that can bo produced 
is assured. The Oooident and tho Orient — 
tho whole Pacific slope and the iaianda of tho 
western and southern euaa are all out a. 
" Victoria always " may reat reat aaaured it 
will conifi, oomo day, here, or aa ho feara on 
the mainland, and why not hero and now 1 
Such induatries are needed for the devolop- 
mont and growth of tho Provinoe, for the 
employment of labor, and there would 
naturally follow aubsidlary industries, sur- 
rounding a largo parent industry anch aa I 
have outlined, and greatneas and wealth 
would come to us. 

Let me say I have no axe to grind, no 
property to sell, no real estate to boom. I 
do not suppose it would put one cent in my 
pocket if worka were eatablished and oper- 
ated. I have during my residence here 
somewhat carefully looked into these 
things, and what I have- written will, I be- 
lieve, bear tbe atrictest investigation, and 
prove worthy tho careful oonsideration of 
those who are desirous to see this now rich 
country developed and become proiporous. 
I have examined them closely, and been the 
means of discovering aomo of tho thinga 
mentioned and of aasiating in developing 
others. Aa my name ia comparatively un- 
known here, ita publication would servo no 
useful purpoae, but if any anawer I can 
give or if any further details I can furnish 
will bo of eorvice, I euoloBe my card, and am 
reaoeaifully, Bessemer,

Honolulu, Aug. 4 -(Speoialj-Theroyaliata 
are much elated by tho published rtiporli that 
the President is likely to delay Deoogoizing 
the republic, also by letters from their oom- 
misaionera to the United States that Seore- 
tary Greeham wires them to come on to 
Washington, that Blount agreoa to come 
from Georgia and meet them there, and that 
they hope to be tvble to prevent the recogni- 
tion of the repubiio. Ihey are also elated 
by the attitude of the British Commissioner, 
Wodehouse, ahd oertain promises whioh he 
haa made them. \ i • .■ 

Captain A. Or. S. Sawes arrived to-day 
from Auckland per steamer Arawia' as Beilish 
Commissioner'to'Hawaii, inplsiee of retiring 
Commissioner James Say Wodebonte.^' 

Canadian-British influences are pressing 
to gather Hawaii into lino with Canada and 
Australia. Tho government, in view of the 
recent friendly action of the United States 
senrte, ia not at present inclined to listen to 

auch overturCB. 

Further important evidence is being 

puinud of British oflieials intriguing for the 
■ Quocn, which will bu eent forward by next 
,titettuier. 

All contiuues (|uiot. Coinplete oonfitUnoo 
prevails in tho stability of the republic. 
Hegistration for thu ooniing election ia ac- 
tively going on tliroiighout the country. 
Tho uativea are beinc; registered in tnodor- 
ateaumbora. The Royalist leadera are do- 
ing their utmost to hold them back. The 
(^uccn and hor partisans still cling to a hope 
that ciie commiaaion in Washington will ao- 
cnmpliah much for her restoration by the 
Unirp<3 States. 

Ou uucount of the defection of the Holo- 
mua, which adviaea the royaliats to regiator, 
Buah's paper, Ka Leo, has been aided to 
issue an Eagliah edition, neatly got up, 
which denounces the Holomua. 

As previously intimated, royalist oonfer- 
ances were hold, on the 22ud at James 
Campbell's, and on tho 24 '.h at Washington 
place. Of native leaders present there were 
Sam Nowlein, Buah, Nawahi and others. 
Of whites there wore J. .0. Carter, J. W. 
Robertaon, Bertelmann, Redwood and 
others. Two British oflioers from the Cham- 
pion were present at the first meeting and 
one at tha second. Tboy were unable to for- 
mulate any plans for action. 

H.B.M S. Champion is expected to sail 
hence on a iomise to the chain of islands 
northwest to look for a cable landing on the 
route between Victoria, B C, and Fanniog'a 
island. , 

The U.S. fltgsbip Philadelphia. Admiral 
Walker, is expected to sail on the 8:h for 
Mare island. Thua Honolulu ia to be left 
for a few days without a warship. The 
Charleston is looked for by the 20th. 

Advioes from Honolulu by the Arawa 
show that while tho uffiiirs of tha new re- 
public aro going along quietly the royallatb 
have not yet ceaned to cling to the bolief 
that the ex Queen will bo restored to power 
That Liliuokalani herself is still strongly of 
this opinion is shown by the following inci- 
dent ti>ken from the Hawaiian Star of Aug- 
ust 1 ! 

*' Yesterday was the fifty-third anniver- 
sary of the restoration of the Hawaiian en- 
sign to the Kiog and people of Hawaii by 
Admiral Thomas. Aside from two band 

concerts and several luaus on the outskirts 
nothing special waa done toward celebrating 
the day. The principal event, however, 
was probably the band concert and exer- 
cises at Washington Place at C o'clock in 
the morning. About G:30 the band boys 
were summoned, by the grace of God, to ap 
pear before " Her Slajeaty," Mrs. Dominls, 
in one of hor private halls. Clad 
in an unpretentious morning gown, 
Madame Dominis talked to the 
band boys. She told them that she had re- 
ceived good news from Waahington. A 
letter had come bearing tho intelligdnoe 
that she would aoon be restored. It was 
not a great way off. She had known all 
along that it would come iu time. Then 
speaking directly to the band boys she 
said : ' You have eaten atones a long while. 
But still have patience. Bear up, for your 
reward is near at hand. Yon have stood 
Srm for a long time, and wili.oontinae faith- 
ful a few days more.' She then couDselled 
the band boys to Iceep quiet, not to encour- 
age, abet or parttoipato in any diaturbiinco, 
and not to offend the existing regime in any 
unnoccaaary way. Very shortly they would 
hear the news for which they had waited so 
Ion..; " 

On August 2.^ judpjmenta were obtained 
in the Honolulu .;ouoty court againat royal- 
ists who havo rtfuaed to pay taxen to tho 
n«w government. Princess Kaiulani's taxes 
were paid, while judgments were givou 
against J. W. Robertson, the ex-Qaeen's 
chamberlain, among others. All of tbeem- 
ployea of tho judiciary department except 
three have taken the oath to support the 
republic of Hawaii. Tho three refusing 
wore : Sam Oaeha (a half- Chinese), J. 
Kaainiu and E. K. Lilikalani: 'Xbe reaaon 
givon by Sam Oneba for refusing waa that 
he was living rent free on the land of Dow- 
ager- Queen Kapiolani and that he would be 
turned out of his homo if ho took the oath. 
When a iked if tho dowager-Queen had bo in- 
formed him, he replied she had not, bnttbat 
others (nativee) had assured him that snob 
would bo tho result. 

Tho Republican party hold a mass moot- 
ing on July 28 in Honolulu, when tho plat- 
form of the party was adopted. 

The Hawaiian Stai: publishes an inter- 
view with Finance Minister Damon, who re- 
turned from Amerioi on July 28 Mr. 
Damon expressed himaelf as greiitly pleaai-d 
with hia visit to British Columbia, and tho 
prospects for business with Hawaii. Ho 
says that " the prospects for opening an im- 
portant trade with British Columbia are 
very flattering.
